only the ſubicctes and inhabitaunt*s of the ſaid lowe Countries, and directly and notozioully hurt 4 iniurie 
our p:oper ſubiectes, not only by the playne toppyng and reftrapnyng of our marchauntes from they; aun- 
- (lent trade accuſtomed into thoſe Countries : but by the continuall hauntyng into our Kealme of them only 
of the lowe Countrie, and by tuffyng and burdenyngour Realme with all ſuperfluous and vnnedefull 
wares.cuen contrary to they: owne p2obibitions, and conſequently by carfing away the treaſure 4 monyes 
out of our Kealme. Foz although by generall wozdes of their pzohibitions,the wollen clothes of our Realme 
are vtterly fozbydden to be bzought thyther,vpon a pzetence of infection, and Iykewyſe other commodities 
wherevpon our handycraftes people ſhoulde labour, be trayghtlp fozbydden to be bought hither by any per- 
ſon out of the ſapde lowe Countries: Notwithtanding it is well knowen.that the greater part of thoſe com- 
modities, come 02iginally from hygh Almayne and other Remote Countries, and haue as it were but they; 
paſſage thzongh thoſe lowe Countries, pet a great number of people of the ſame lowe Countries, epther as 
contempnyng they: owne p2ohibitions, oz haupng by ſpectall labour ſome ſecrete licences, do dayply carry,as 
they hauec all this ſommer alſo ved to do, all ſuch clothes, without anylcruple of infection, as they can by 
any meanes with fauour, and ſometyme without knowledge of officers, obtepne to be tranſpozted out of our 
Realme, and lykewyce ceaſſe not to bzyng great quantities of all kynde of wares, and ſpectally ſuche as are 
mo? ſuperfiuous.tnto this our Kealme, returnyng fo: the ſame, as erperience doth pzoue,monyes and plate 
from hence, in all the ſecretelt maner that they can. udhervpon although we haue bozne herewith very long, 
ret nowe we are neceſlaryly compelled to pzouide ſpedpe remedye foz our loupng ſubiectes, accozdyng to the 
naturailcare whiche we are bounde to haue of the publique eſtate of our ſayde ſubiectes, in matters ſo 
mannelly ſought to vndo them. Foz the reliefe wherof, we are alſo daily ſued bnto by the company of our 
marchantes aduenturers, who haue not ſhipped anyclothes ont of this RKealme.as they were accuſtomed, 
into choſe lowe Countries, by the ſpace of theſe thirtene monethes, being therby ſoze chargod'with $ com- 
modities remapnyng bpon their handes: That although vpon long expectation of ſome common oder to 
be taken detwirt vs and the counſell of our good bzother rulyng foz hym in the ſayd lowe Countries, they 
haue to therr great charges, remayned without trading any kinde of marchaundizes,epther tnto,0z out of 
thoſe Countries: et it myght pleaſe vs to haue compaſſion of them, and co permit them with our fauour, 

and without further delay, to cary thetr clothes which were Þipped fine monethes paſled, tnto ſome other 

places and countries mete koz them.conlideryng they lee nother lidertie,no; ſuertie to reſozt tnto the low
